500 Missing

The steamer, a vessel of 4600 
tons, had 650 passengers aboard.

tions, which the American people 
have so nobjy voiced." to safe­ 
guard Mexican territory from for- 
eign occupation, Cantu stated. 
The governor's statement

made in reply to a telegram sent 
him by the United Press Inform ­ 
ing him that the 
people 
of

United States would appreciate an 
expression from him regarding th© 
agitation in the American congress 
for the purchase of the peninsula. 
Resolutions instructing the Pres­ 
ident to begin negotiations for the 
purchase of Lower California have 
been introduced in the senate by

just cut across lots and had passed 
through Vogt’s back yard.

thought

were a little suspicious, but as he did 
not see the men come 
out 
of 
his 
house, he had no reason to accuse 
them of being thieves. 
When Vogt 
got inside the house and made a hur­ 
ried inspection he soon 
found 
evi­ 
dence that a stranger had been in the 
house.

The men had cut the screen to a 
back window. 
The upper sash of the 
window was down and they had no 
difficulty In getting in. 
Just before 
Vogt got home Joe Head, who lives 
next door, drove into hie yard in his 
machine. 
He drove by the window 
of the room th at had been robbed. 
It is believed that the burglars heard 
him and thinking that he 
was 
the 
owner of the house, 
they 
made 
a 
hasty retreat, going out 
the 
back 
door. 
Only one bureau in the room had 
been ransacked. 
The following arti­ 
cle* are missing: One gold brooch, 
with diamond shaped 
ruby 
setting: 
one cravat tie ami gold stick pin with 
chipped diamond setting; 
one pair 
gold link cuff buttons and one geld 
ring with opal setting. 
Vogt at once telephoned the city 
m arshal’s office and officers were de­ 
tailed, but they failed to locate the 
men. 
Vogt describes one of the men 
•a tall and slender, with dark suit of 
clothes, black, broad brimmed 
hat; 
about 35 years of age. The other was 
short and stout and wore a dark suit 
of clothes.

believe that the Mexicans

sp on sib le for the jobs. 
People should make it a point to

they can he found easily and quickly. 
Now th at it is known that men are 
in the city doing this class of work, 
everyone should keep a careful look­ 
out and when a suspicious character 
is seen he should be reported to the 
police departm ent without delay. The 
officers are anxious to grab the men. 
They would rather answer to dozens 
of false calls than to miss one oppor­ 
tunity of taking the thief or thieves 
into custody.

• One of the things {he war has 
Itiltoght about is a great increase 
fftlpoad in the use of electricity for 
pother. 
The 
world’s 
coal 
supply 
proved unequal to war emergencies. 
Quantity, distribution and price all got 
into a horrible tangle that left a good 
many people cold and greatly hindered 
industry. 
It was natural, therefore, 
that 
hydro-electric 
power 
should 
arouse more interest and thought than 
ever before. 
Electricity will play an important 
part in the reconstruction of war-de­ 
vastated regions where the problems 
of heating, lighting and power are 
among the many serious difficulties 
that must be faced. 
Here is w here the United States 
may be of service. 
We have more 
modern and highly developed electric­ 
al devices and methods than any of 
w it Old W’orld friends. 
France was 
using, during and just before the war, 
devices th at would have been consid­ 
ered unsafe and old-fashioned in this 
country 15 years ago. 
A FYench im porter who believes that 
American-made electrical goods should 
have a good m arket in his country dur­ 
ing the next few years gives a gentle 
knock at the elaborate and luxurious 
electric fixtures that are our pride. He 
says “Because carelessness is not a 
national trait with us, the fire losses 
due 
to 
electrical 
installations 
In 
France are not one-tenth as great as 
the losses from sim ilar causes in the 
United States, in spite of our crude 
devices, so we naturally think such de­ 
vices are good enough.” 
Yet he urges 
that the sim pler and cheaper appli­ 
ances we have to sell are greatly 
needed. 
With a more general use of electri­ 
city in private homes and in industry 
may come the need for the more up-to* 
date machinery. At any rate, here is 
a big field for enterprising salesmen 
and sym pathetic reconstruction work­ 
ers alike, in carrying to.France honest, 
useful, well-made labor-saving appli­ 
ances, wiring and installation outfits 
and, in fact, everything that goes with 
the modem use of electricity. 


BUYING THE SOUL’S 
DESIRE 
“Let us pay with our bodies for our 
soul’s desire.” This was one of the 
last messages penned 
by 
Theodore 
Roosevelt. 


It was a message worthy of the man 
and fit for the time. 
It applied with 
special force to the sacrifice America 
has made in this war for the attain­ 
ment of American ideals. 
It repre­ 
sents a policy on which Col. Roosevelt 
himself always acted. 
It means the 
subordination of matter to mind, the 
employment of physical powers for 
spiritual ends. 
There is no appeal for the reckless 
squandering of strength. 
It should be 
remembered that Theodore Roosevelt 
was a physical weakling in his youth. 
Desiring to do a big man’s work in the 
world, he started by fitting his body to 
serve as an adequate tool. 
It is those 
who take care of their bodies as he did 
who have the strength to spend for 
their soul’s desire. 


FOR GOOD MEASURE 
Secretary Baker's proposal to have 
the Government purchase the various 
camp sites sounds sweet to the greedy 
ears of a great many southern land­ 
owners. 
Practically all the camp sites 
are located in the south. 
Several, 
which before the w ar were laid out in 
the north, were later abandoned for 
southern sites, notably the mother of 
them all, Plattsburg, founded by Gen­ 
eral Leonard Wood. 
It is said that many millions of 
Governm ent 
rn o n e y—taxpayers' 
m oney—will be required to effect the 
purchase of the various sites, which 
would be most acceptable to the south, 
because that section, after paying ten 
per cent*of the costs of the w ar has 
been dismissed w ith but a niggardly 
TO per cent of the appropriations for 
cantonments and other war emergency 
itructures, while cotton which was go­ 
to* begging at IO cents before the war 
was by some evil com bination of cir­ 
cumstances held to slightly under 40 
cento a pound last year, although 
price-fixing was not one of the control­ 
ling agencies, nor was taxation. 


AMERICAN PEACE CON­ 
GRESSES 
Not all the peace-making is at Ver­ 
sailles. 
There is to be, in the month 
of February, a series of peace con­ 
gresses starting in New York City and 
held successively in Boston, Chicago, 
Minneapolis, Portland, Ore., San Fran­ 
cisco, Salt Lake City, K ansas City and 
A tlanta. 
They will be under the auspices of 
the League to Enforce Peace. 
The 
presiding officer will be America’s 
most distinguished private citizen, W. 
H. Taft. 
W ith him there will be, as 
speakers and co-workers, Jam es W. 
Gerard, former am bassador to Ger­ 
many; Henry Van Dyker form er am­ 
bassador to the N etherlands; Presi­ 
dent Lowell of H arvard University; 
Frank P. Walsh, form er chairm an of 
the national w ar labor board; Mrs. 
Philip North Moore, president of the 
National Council of Women; and Rab­ 
bi W ise of the Free Synagog, New 
York City. 
In every session they will 
nave the assistance of local represent­ 
atives. 
The purpose is to organize public 
opinion all over the country' in behalf 
of “a practical, businesslike league of 
nations.” 
It is an adm irable work, 
which might well have started earlier, 
but which may still accomplish much 
good. 
Nothing could have a more sa­ 
lutary effect on the big peace congress 
at Versailles than visible and audible 
proof that this nation, along with the 
m asses of people in all nations, de­ 
mands a new world system for the in­ 
surance of international peace, and 
will be satisfied with nothing less.

One may celebrate “El Dia 
de San Juan,’’ St. John’s day, when all 
good Mexicans are supposed to take a 
bath; (there is evidence to discredit 
the supposition); another town, Sau 
Antonio’s Day, another, “The Day of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe”; yet another, 
“The Day of the Birth of the Child 
Jesus.” 
Thus those who wish to at­ 
tend such affairs can travel around 
from one to the other; sometimes trav­ 
eling five hundred miles to attend a 
particularly 
interesting exhibition- 
much as our county fairs are scheduled 
on different dates, in parts of the Ignit­ 
ed States so as to afford the exhibitors 
and others time to attend several sim­ 
ilar events the same year. 
All day Saturday all roads and trails 
leading to the town were lined with 
pilgrims headed for the Fiesta; whole 
families, some on foot, some riding 
mules and burros, some with iwo- 
wheeled native ox carts; much as our 
rodds are choked with traffic on cir­ 
cus day. Some come to sell the prod­ 
uct of their hands, some, the fruit of 
their fields, but most of them only to 
have a good time. 
It was a cloudy 
day, and towards night rain threat­ 
ened. We had business in town for a 
day or two, so drove in. 
Have 
you 
noticed how often you just happen into 
town when the circus parade is in 
flower? 
Well. this was one of those 
strange coincidences. As we approach 
the town we are forced to pass many 
pilgrims and caravans whose burros 
do not take the pace we require; bur­ 
ros laden with crates of oranges two 
days’ journey out from home, others 
with crates of chickens, some with 
bananas, tomatoes, etc., etc. 
Evening is falling as we enter the 
town and the church is being illum­ 
inated with small kerosene torches of 
local make known as “Cachimbas”; 
one by one they make their appearance 
as the caretaker crawls 
around 
the 
towers and minarets 
lighting 
them. 
They do not make much illumination, 
but serve to outline the building. Pres­ 
ently a bell 
in 
the 
church 
tower 
strikes, then a whole battery of them 
come into action, and after two or 
three discharges they fall quiet again 
and the Fiesta may be said to be on; 
anyway, the lid is off! 
Time was, within the memory of 
men yet living, when at the stroke of 
the church bell every human being 
within its sacred sound was supposed 
to stop. and. bareheaded, await its 
silence, and the stranger unaccustom­ 
ed to the rule might have his hat re­ 
moved none too gently for him; hut 
the good old days are gone. 
The 
church, in 
its 
one 
hundred years’ 
struggle with the civil authorities for 
temporal power and plunder, seems to 
have been worsted all along the line, 
and now none take any notice of its 
bells excepting those good women who 
attend its services. 
Running around a vacant rectangu­ 
lar lot about two hundred by three 
hundred feet, has been erected a line 
of booths of brush 
decorated 
with 
cheese cloth for the accommodation 
of the gambling games (of which I 
counted thirty-six), and for the sellers 
o t cooked food, bakery goods, candy, 
fruits and other merchandise such as 
the revelers may desire to purchase. 
Also a very large booth is supplied for 
the “Cantina” or saloon where alco­ 
holic beverages are dispensed. Inside 
tl^ese booths is reserved a space per­ 
haps twenty-five or thirty feet wide for 
the crowd to 
promenade 
in 
while 
watching the dancers or going to the 
gaming and eating tables. This leaves 
a space in the center about seventy- 
five by one hundred and twenty-five 
feet where the five grand balls are to 
be held. 
At both ends of this space 
the bandstands have been erected, and 
most curious ones they are; two hewn 
poles about six by eight inches are 
placed side by side about seven feet 
from the earth and supported by poles 
set in the ground and lashed together 
with native ropes, and just below is 
lashed another pole for a foot rest. 
They have no provision above for a 
lazy back, but after one night's trial 


I guess th# orchestra must 
have 
struck, because Sunday I noticed work­ 
men lashing a pole above the bench 
for a back rest. 
At about seven o'clock the musicians 
make their appearance, about a dozen 
in each orchestra. They climb to Their 
elevated seats, and the music begins; 
first one band playing and immediately 
they cease the other takes up the 
work, and thus the music is continual. 
The illumination is all by kerosene. 
Native torches and cheap American 
lanterns are or. the gaming and other 
tables, and from a pole in the center 
of the dancing floor—which 
is 
the 
earth, sprinkled with water to lay the 
j dust—to each corner are ropes from 
I which hang some forty or more kero- 
j sene torches, so there is sufficient light 
for practical purposes. 
) 
The crowd 
gat liers, 
converses, 
(laughs, jokes, eats and promenades. 
I Presently a few begin to dance, and 
| soon there are many couples waltzing 
! —most of the dancing at this public 


I ball is the waltz—many children, little 
1 girls six to twelve years old, and some 
: young ladies dancing together, but 
• for the most part 
young 
men 
and 
; young women of the common folk. The 
• society folk, the “Uppen Ten.” look on 
! awhile, then repair to a private rest 
J dence for a dance of their own. We re- 
' celve an invitation to this, but prefer 


j to witness the sights at the Fiesta. 
The crowd is good-natured and quiet, 
I laughing and joking with much less 
j noise than at a similar gathering with 
us. 
They promenade around in the 
| space between the gaming and eating 
; tables and the dancing floor, some try- 


j ing their luck at the games, others 
I stopping to seat themselves at one of 
the many refreshment booths for some 
chicken and coffee, and always at the 
bar there is a large crowd drinking. 
Tliis last booth is the only enterprise 
that seems well patronized. The game­ 
sters complain that it is very dull in 
their line, only the "penny ante” tables 
, being very busy; these are occupied 
by boys from eight to fifteen. 
This 
game is played by dice shaken from a 
tin can in connection with Mexican 
playing-cards—I saw none of the cards 
common with us. Almost all the games 
excepting the roulette tables, Involve 
these curious picture cards. Gambling 
is one of these people's chief delights, 
and the reason they are not playing 
furiously is lack of money. The grass 
hopper scourge, referred to in a pre­ 
vious letter, has left tile people poorer 
than usual, and many have been forced 
to emigrate temporarily to gain a liv­ 
ing, by wage earning, or farming on 
the lowlands nearer the coast where 
the grasshopper plague did not reach. 
By nine o’clock the effect of the 
drinking is beginning to tell; men stag­ 
ger, sing snatches of songs, embrace 
each other swearing eternal friend­ 
ship. AH the time the music and the 
dancing continue and is expected to 
continue until daybreak Sunday morn­ 
ing. 
By midnight scores of men are 
in a maudlin condition, but no fights 
are started. 
Perhaps a number of 
the federal soldiers who are stationed 
here, with their rifles strapped on their 
backs as they saunter through the 
crowd has a restraining influence. At 
midnight we go to our quarters, and 
when we awake Sunday morning a 
slow drizzling rain is falling, which 
we are told commenced at two a. rn. 
and broke up the festivities. 
Two masses are held In the church, 
one at five and the other at eight-thirty 
a. rn. 
The one at eight-thirty has a 
reasonably good attendance, perhaps 
fifteen per cent 
of

population, 
I largely women and girls, all in their 
| Sunday best, flocking to the service, 


j I am constrained to remark that the

all stages of intoxication form his 
body guard, singing, cursing and drink 
ing. 
As my friend and I are eating our 
breakfast this Monday morning seated 
in the open air, such a procession as 
I have described headed by one of, 
the town’s prosperous merchants and 
land-owners, 
approaches. 
Alas. 
h e 1 
spies us, and there is no escape! 
He 
heads straight for us, slaps us on th e 1 
back, embraces us, swears undying 
friendship for us out of one corner of 
his mouth, while cursing the hated 
Americans in general out of the other. 
He says “America will make a second 
Belgium out of Mexico. 
But we will 
defend ourselves to the last man. Why, 
right here in Mocorito district five 
thousand men will come at my call.” 
But we are good Americans and he will 
see that we are protected, etc.. Liquor 
merely served to make him say the 
things most Mexicans of his class feel. 
This sense of fear and hatred of Amer­ 
ica is partly due to German propagan­ 
da ably seconded by the Washington 
government’s meddling with Mexican 
affairs, and the overwhelming provin­ 
cialism of his kind. 
We do not argue the point—it is not j 
profitable to argue with a drunken j 
man, and doubly hazardous to argue i 
with a drunken Mexican mob when! 
their attention happens to rest onj 
America—just 
continue 
eating our, 
breakfast as if we like their attentions. I 
and presently he passed on to seek 
other friends, all over town; and all! 
day he led his rabble from afreet to 
street, serenading his friends and fur­ 
nishing free liquor to all who would 
partake; always keeping up a running 
Ara of vulgarity and profanity. 
Later 
in the day he caught us again. This 
time it was to show us his friendship 
by the proffer of the loan of money— 


any amount—but we were not borrow-j 
ing that day. His spree continued for 
two days, then he sobered up and re­ 
turned to business as usual. 
The promised games did not take 
place as scheduled—no bull fights, no 
anything, only the nightly balls—all- 
nightly when the weather permitted, | 
and the drunken carousals continued i 
for several days. 
Men stagger about 
the streets singly and in groups sing 
ing, dancing, falling down in their 
drunkenness, offering to “treat” all who 
will accept their proffered bottle. 
I 
have mentioned the shooting of the 
boy Sunday night. A few nights later 
a drunken quarrel resulted in the stab­ 
bing of a man, who is expected to re­ 
cover. 
Many quarrels took place, but J 
no other fatalities. A drunken citizen, 
mistaking a quiet bystander for ar. 
enemy, pulled out his gun and began 
to shoot, but the party attacked man­ 
aged to disarm his assailant without! 
harm other than that the authorities. 
arrested the man who had been at ' 
tacked and fined him twenty pesos, 
while the would-be assassin was turned 
loose. 
Such is the working of law 
and order in Mexico, a land where jus 
tic is merely a theoretical propogit"on,, 
usually but not always superseded by 
force, exercised by whoever happens 
to possess it. 
Mexico, while theoreti-; 
cally a democracy, with good and wise 
laws. is actually an autocracy with a 
thousand autocrat* of greater or less 
degree, all bent on personal gain at 
the expense of the unfortunate people 
who are powerless 
to 
prevent their 
spoliation. 
I had expected to describe the bull 
and cock fights, the sack and cat races, 
the climbing of the greased pole, etc,' 
but the management failed to make i 
good these much advertised events, j 
Everything fails to come up to promise I 
in Mexico, with the possible exception 
of the number of drunks a gallon of 
mescal will produce. Every one voted 
the FiestaXhis year a very poor one, 
especially the gamblers and the mer­ 
chants. The reason given is the loss, 
due to grasshoppers, of the corn crop 
which usually amounts to several hun­ 
dred thousand pesos annually. 
So the drunken orgy known as “La 
Fiesta de la Purisslma” came to an
